2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
agrees with Applicant that Liu et al (BP 848251 A2) teaches away from mixing its 
second and third assay reagents prior to injection, and thus, it would not be obvious to 
mix these reagents prior to injection. More specifically, Liu et al requires separately 
subjecting each assay reagent to electrophoresis after injection. This requirement does 
not permit the second and third assay reagents to be mixed before capillary injection. 
The method disclosed in Figure 2 of Liu et al, for example, teaches (1) injecting the first 
assay reagent and subjecting it to electrophoresis, (2) injecting the second assay 
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reagent and subject it to electrophoresis and (3) injecting the third assay reagent and 
subject it to electrophoresis.
